I if romplitnce with Mr. Lowg'i requeet, 
conveyed in the aboee letter, we hare re- 
ferred to Ihe report of hi* ipeech at 
ItKiICHivu'i trial ; and turn rig done mo, 
we »re reatly lo antwer the quritiani he 
pro|»uadi to ut. Pint — " Whki duc- 
trinet it contaiut oppoted to the fire* pr in- 
ciplrt of Chrittianity V Th* doctrine 
of invincible Dtctuity, at applied Ut 
bumu Action*. 8*™nd — " What thaw 
principle* of Chrietianity are ta which 
wecontrderthctt doctrinei to be oppoeed 1" 
The principle of man* free agency, and 
hie ninarqueut Ktpooiihility for hit con- 
duct- We consider ihii ihe 0rtt principle 
of tbc Chriatian religion, became it it the 
foundation ttone of the whole erheme of 
moralt, and of Ibe who I? lyatem o( 
Divine goTernmctil, revealed in the mured 
writing*.

On the contrary, the learned 
gentleman dittinrtly informt the jury, 
that " he regretted he nat not, M in the 
caat of M'Nit agiToM, in a puailton to call 
any witnritet to prove ihe itale of the 
prisoner'! mind to be a* he had described 
it." He did, nererthele«, *t Ihe close of 
hi* tpeech, call two witneatet, a medical 
gentleman and a reverend divine j but 
neither of them could lend the learned 
barritler the tlightetl atsiilance toward* 
making nut bit cur. 

Our conciution waj, therefore— and we 
•till adhere to it — that if the tpeecb meant 
any thing, it meant thit : that when a

Thit it the doctrine which we hold to 
be " oppoted to the firxt principle of 
Chrittianity"— the moral reipotitibiiity of 
man. It it oppoted tikewite to the whole

de|Xha of human depravtly, nnd to 
" Aattrt Eternal Prwridtnot,

[f thit doctrine be true, Ctin wu no mur- 
derer, J t oil no traitor. The very enor- 
mity of their crime* wa* their iBakitnt 
vindication. 

Of thit monttrou* theory Ur. Juttice 
BtaiON declared, it wa* " th* nrtt time 
he bad ever heard a doctrine of the kind 
broached in a Court of Juttice ;" and that 
" it vu a direct impeachraent upon the 
wiadoin and goodneii of Providence, by 
declaring that Ihe Almighty Power had 
created being* whom He eipoted wilfully 
to temptationt without giving them power 
of nelf •control." And thit manly de- 
claration it what the Atlat jecrt at " a 
lecture on polemical divinity F' 

The learned Jldoe who pretided at the 
trial, and who of course heard the ipeech 
ai it flowed (reth from the fountain of 
Mr. Lairg'* eloquence, thus putt the tame 
construction ai ounelrei upon it* ruling 
tr aliment. And to doe* that valorous 
knight of Cerebral Phyiiology, the ZoMt, 
whose laudation) of the tpeech are all 
itttpired by Ihe inunction that tbetpeaker 
Ua Cere braloflhenrttw ate r. He chuck let 
over the acquisition of to gifted and un- 
■crupulou* ■ tcholar ; a tcholar who, at 
the very bar of juttice, and in the very 
face uf the "old woman" on the 
bench, could maintain thai (he prrpe- 
tratort of the fuulrtt crime* were not 
criminals, but, " unable to control their 
own action*,' 1 and impelled by the iron 
hand of " an invincible and unavoidable 
neceuity," were, " upon that ground," to 
be acquitted of the crime* Laid to their 
charge, however clearly the charge might 
bate been proved !

In the tint reienne rrgulationi 
uf hit adniiutatration, hr had proviilrd 
Dial no farm of lands ihnuld ««ttl the 
annua] amount uf one lakh of rupee., and 
mi peihcar bunyan, or other wrvant uf 
whatever treauraination uf the Collector, 
or rotation ur dependent of any ttirh aer- 
vant a him Id be allowed to farm landa, or 
to be acciirity for any fanner. And it 
w*ai pari uf the fifternlh chargr agajntt 
w arieu Hasting, that, in direct violation 
uf iiietr hit own regulation!, he, " the 
said (jirvrrriur General, did permit and 
mifftr hit own banyan or principal bhwk 
ntew.inl, named Canto Babuti,lo huldfantii 
ij differeiil prgiinnahi, orthe lecurily fur 
faniit, to the atnuunt or thirteen lakh* uf 
rupeea per annum ; and thai, after enjoy, 
mg the whole of thtue fame for two 
year., he wai permiKed by Warren Haat- 
inga to nlinriuiih lira of ihem whirh 
were unproductive. '' Thia conduct of 
Mr. Haatiugi had been repnibaied by the 
Court of Direct nu. lung before it betgrtie 
the miljjpct uf Parliamentary inve.tiga^ 
tion . un thr ground both of tlx illegality 
and of iti having been attended with 
heavy Ion to the Government. But we 
may be certain (hat it waa attended with 
no small gain (u the banyan, for he be- 
queathed a vast turn uf read) money and 
mime of the ftneat estate, in the country 
(u hi* ton. Hv the tine si ealatri, we 
mean thoae eitatea of which, owiufj to the 
fail or liberality of the proprietor at it, t 
time of the perpetual aettleinent, the a*, 
aetimeiit Wat fixed «l an amount which 
gave the great bulk of the revenue to the 
landholder, and little lo the .Lite. 

Theae productive landed estate* have 
never been luhjected to a diviiiun, .ind 
have Iherefure remained entire. Thia i. 
owing of courte to the lingular cir 
ciuiiilani-e that, in every aucceaitun, there 
ha* been bill a ainglr inheritor. Cautu 
rJabou'. graudton, Rajah Hurinalh Roy, 
died while hia wn waa under age. A 

long minority produced a large mm 

lation uf rent tu the credit of Kruhnu 
Nath Roy, who,un attaining hi* lnajurily, 
jucceeded to the unencumbered ettatei of 
tbe family, and became matter uf a mint 
uf money. He had received an Engiith 
nnd s libera] education under a private 
tutor, and wrote our Language with much 
eaae. He also acquired no little fondtirw 
for Knglith habit* aud taitei, by mingling 
in liligli*h aociely. He wa* rather 
laviih than liberal with hit money, 
and fion il it si pa led the accumulation of 
hit minority. To a favorite native 
auociate, Degunber Milter, he gave a 
takh uf Rupeei, £10. nun. in a tingle 
draft. In fact, hia money tea* dial rihu led 
with tuch freedom (hat it waa aoun dissi- 
pated, and he ii laid la havr incurred 
ubligaiLuttt which wuuld prolnbly have 
hung u a dead weight upon hi. income, 
and in the coune of time reduced him tu 
penury. Sharpen are also laid to have 
taken advantage or the eaiineu of hi* 
<li*|H>iition to obtain perpetual leanej uf 
hi" moit valuable ntanort at nu inade- 
quate rent. Thi* eaiineta of diapcnitioti 
wa*, however, combined with great vio- 
lence uf temper. The occarional burati 
uf panioti which he exhibited have hern 
aacribed by tome to incipient insanity, 
but 11 wtiii Id be inure rraaunabte to attri- 
bute them to thai freedom from all aalu- 
lary control which i* the bane of thane 
n hu are bruughl up in the lap of luxury 
in Ihr Kail. The discipline of Kton or 
Winchester would probably havr made 
him a far more teniperatr and estimable 
character.

at feud. At the mtne time, all who know 
the character of the people mutt be aware 
thai the native myrmidons of office would 
not be likely to forego any opportunity 
of inflicting dttgrace on the peraun of an 
individual who stood in the foremost 
ranks uf society, partly to revenge on 
him their own inferiority of station, and 
partly with (he view of extortion. But 
we can scarcely condemn the Am las of 
(he Court* with any thow of justice till 
they an treated with mure leapectby their 
own immediate superiors and with more 
pecuniary jntticeby the Government they 
serve. Still, the violent death of a man 
who held to high a station in society, 
occasioned aa it is said toiely by his 
dread of the indignities he waa likely to 
Miller in an unfriendly court . is likely to 
be eagerly caught at by (bote in our own 
country and in Europe who delight 10 look 
only at the " lame leg" of our local in- 
stitution!- ; alid we should therefore be 
happy to are the character of the Magis- 
tracy fully vindicated by a publication of 
all the details of this very lamentable 
affair, and of every step taken by the 
Magisterial Authorities In it. 

The man who had been subject to tor- 
ture died some ten days ago, and it is said 
the magistrate of Moorshedabad issued a 
writ for the apprehension of the Raja, 
and directed that hr should be conveyed 
to lhat Court from Calcutta, from one 
police station to another ; in other words, 
that he should be paraded through (hr 
country with all the ignominy of a public 
criminal. It Is poasibte that this may be 
the official phraseology of all tuch writs 1 
in which case, there it nothing further to 
he said 011 the subject ; if it wa* not, then 
(he public will be dttpowd to pronounce 
it an unnecessary and vindictive proceed- 
ing, and the reportt which have been 
circulated of the prrtecution which the 
unfortunate youth suffered will be at once 
continued in public estimation. 

Unable tn support the difgrlce of being 
transmitted from Calcutta to Moorahedabad, 
as a public criminal, he resolved to put an 
rnd lo his existence. His feeling, were 
those of the deepest anxiety after he had 
been informed uf the issue uf the writ. 
He is Mid In have sal up ill Wednesday 
night writing his will, in hit own lan- 
guage. The report of its contents is vari- 
ous and contradictory , but all parties teem 
io concur in stating that he has bequeath- 
ed his widow 1500 rupees a month, and 
forbidden her to adopt 1 ion; and thai 
he has left the whole of his estates to 
Government for the foundation of a I'ni- 
veraily at Moorahedabad, tu be called after 
his name. These estate., honestly ma- 
naged, will yield a revenue nf twrnly 
Ihutiiand pounds a-year. Thin has the 
family of Cantu Baboo become extinct in 
the fourth generation, aud [he residue of 
ihc property which he accumulated by 
meant which the Court of Directors and 
thr Houar of Commons condrmnrd with 
such severity, has been devoted tu an 
objeel which will preserve the nameuf the 
family in Luting remembrance.

Social OnoANiiATtoti of tkk Dai it*. — 
The Drusea are divided into two c Lanes — 
the Akkali and Djahila, Akkol meant 
wise, and Djahil means ignorant, that is 
to say, (he former ore the individuals 
initiated in the mysteries of the Druse 
religion, the latter are uninitiated. This 
distinction is altogether irrespective of 
temporal rank or wealth, fur every Druse, 
ti helher male or female, may pa** from 
the uninitiated to the initiated state on 
making certain declaration!, and re- 
nouncing the ludulgencet permitted to 
the Djahila . and it is not uncommon tu 
see a drunken lying Djahil become all at 
once an abstemious and veracious Akkal. 
The Dyahils, at might be expected, form 
(he large majoiity of (he nation. No re- 
ligtout duties ore incumbent an. (he 
Djahil, but he knows tbe leading; features 
of (he religion, such *» the transmigration 
of souls, *r. The secret signs of recog- 
nition are known lo (he Djahil as well as 
to the AkJta]. He eatn, drinks, and 
ih rises as he pirates; but although 
no religious duties are imperative on 
him, he feart and mtiecis the customs 
of the Akkali. The Akkalt ire the de- 
positaries uf the mysteries of tht religiun. 
They inta round white untwiited turban, 
and nrc not allowed to dress in em- 
broidered or fanciful apparel , but when 
in Damasrua nr Hryroul, they have per- 
miaaion (0 do 10, in orderthat they should 
not be distinguished from tbe Unalema. 
The Akkal neither smokes tobacco, nor 
drinks wine ur spirits, nor doe* be eat 
wilh or iha re in the femtvitits of the 
Djiihili. Sheikh Nsman Djriubtlahr, 
when he became an Akkal, procured per- 
mission to con tin u* to amok* tobacco , 
but tuch dftpanaatlooj are very rare. He 
never pronounce, any obscene word, nor 
does he swear on any account, or tell a 
falsehood.

The HfiWeu&atc IdrnKBtrt — The won- 
dtrt of mesmerism are not altogether un- 
known to the people of Leicester, bit a 
case has occurred (hi* week which hat 
eclipsed all previous fgcla, either here at 
at a distance. We allude 10 that of tbe 
amputation of. a limb on Thursday last. 
The patient is * young woman of the 
name of Mary Ann Lakin, Ifi, Fleet - 
street, in thit (aiwn, who had been 
afflicted with • disease of the knee-juinl 
for four yean. The precise nature of Lbs 
disease we do not know, but it Wat ol- 
trndrd with enormous swelling of lbs? 
limb, and with such eicruciating pain as 
lo prevent anything like consecutive rati 
For a long period. By these pains and 
want of sleep the had become reduced to 
a mere skeleton, and there was every 
probability that her life must be lecriicxd 
or the limb amputated. In (his critical 
slate of the case, about a month ago, 
it was suggested (hat mesmerism 
should be tried on the patient, and 
it was found that its influence wai 
of the most beneficial and southing nature. 
Under ita influence pain would cease, aad 
the patient would sink into perfect and 
refreshing repose. A) amputation uf the 
deceased's joint was deemed essential by 
her niadtcaJ attendant, it waa decided thai 
(he operation should be performed while 
in the tnc «in eric state. Accordingly, 11 
o'clock on Thursday morning was filed 
upon for the operation to take place. Mr. 
Uullingi 1111 ihe mesmerise r, and Mr. 
Toatwill the operator, besides whom there 
were present Dr. Shaw, and Messrs. Paget, 
Srdikm, jun., Dawning, tic. Hr. ffol- 
lingi having nutunensed the patient, 
which was accomplished in about 
nine minutes, Mr. Toatwill proceeded 
lo perform the ope ration. The limh 
was taken off within about five inches 
of Ihe kip joint, the spot measuring 
thirty -three inches in circumference where 
the amputation look place, and which wis 
effected in two minutes and a half. Du- 
ring the operation an all but inaudible 
moaning was heard, andailiglit movcmeiit 
of the body was perceptible ; but aa fa* a* 
could be judged there was an entire ab- 
sence of pain. Thit Waa evinced by tbe 
countenance preserving throughout the 
greatest placidity, not a tingle motion of a 
miuwte indicating tuch sensation. On 
bring deineimeriied, the {xtlient waa not 
aware of what had taken place till in- 
formed by those in sdtendance. In tbe 
afternoon great pain* were felt in I be 
loins, attended with considerable writhing 
of the body from the contraction of the 
muscles, but on retorting to ihe mesmeric 
influence thtte gradually erased, the pa- 
tient falling into • calm ileep, which 
tasted an hour and 40 roioulet, and when 
aroused ill pain had entirely left bet, and 
has not been felt since. When facts like 
these have occurred (4 > distance, some 
degree of discredit baa been attached 10 
them from a suspicion that they were not 
aril authenticated. In thit case, we do 
nut pre lend to decide anything about the 
nature of meimeriim, but the twweedingt 
are altogether to astonishing, and al Ihe 
tame time .„ well altcated, by the pre- 
sence of several distinguished members of 
ihe medical profession, that no reasnnabh 
mind can reject ihem.
